Claims 16-25 are pending 

2. Claims 16-25 are rejected under 35 U.SC 102(b) as being anticipated by Parish. 

3. Claims 16-25 are rejected under 35 U.SC. 102(e) as being anticipated by Patel. 
Each of these rejections are maintained as set forth in the previous office action. 
Applicants arguments in traversal of these rejection focus on the allegation that 

the methyl ethyl ketone peroxide of the references are not stabilized. It is the examiner 
position that since the compositions of the reference are chemically equivalent to those 
of the instant claims, then the stabilizing effect claimed instantly would be inherent to 
the composition of the reference.
